Mineral  County 

Located  in  northwestern  Montana,  Mineral  County  is  Montana's  39th 
most  populous  with  3,884  residents,  according  to  the  2000  Census. 

Superior,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  6 1  st  largest  city  with  a 
population  of  893.  Mineral  County  history  began  with  the  building  of  the 
Mullan  Military  Road  in  1 859.  It  ran  the  length  of  the  county  and  in  its 
tracks  today  runs  1-90.  Gold  was  discovered  at  Cedar  Creek  in  1 869 
and  a  gold  rush  lasted  about  three  years. 

Superior  started  as  a  post  office  in  1 87 1  to  serve  the  miners  and  once 
was  called  "Superior  City."  Railroads  played  an  important  role  in  build- 
ing up  the  community.  Mineral  County  was  formed  in  1 9 1 4  and  named 
by  Orville  Grant  Willett,  a  Spanish-American  War  veteran  and  first  state 
senator  from  the  county. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for 
Mineral  County  households  in  1 997  was  $26,068.  The  county  is 
1 ,223.4  square  miles  in  area;  1 ,2 1 9.9  square  miles  in  land  area  and  3.5 
in  inland  water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  According  to 
the  Western  Regional  Climate  Center,  the  average  daily  low  in  Superior 
in  January  between  1 96 1  and  1 990  was  1 9. 1  degrees  above  zero.  The 
average  daily  high  in  July  was  85.9  degrees  above.  The  annual  precipita- 
tion during  the  same  period  was  1 6.57  inches  and  the  growing  season 
was  from  April  22  to  Oct.  1 6  (last  and  first  frost).
